In eve- 
ry character that prefents itfelf to your view, imi- 
tate the beavties and avoid the deformities, Let 








your acquaintance be with thefe who are eheemeg 
for good fenfe and amiable diipofitions. And |. 
all your attachments be fincere and unfhaken — 
Should you in any immergency be at a lofs, yoo 
can apply to my friend Amyntor; who is well {kij. 
led in men and things, and an excellent critic j 
manners.

Extra of a letter from a gentleman South-wef of 
the river Obio, to is friend in Philadeiphia, 
dated Fonefooroe’, March 5, 1792. 

‘** T have the melancholy news to impart to you 
that I have jut received a letter from my father, 
io Cumberland, which informs me, that on the 
tsthof January, the Indians affaffinated three of 
my brothers, and one brother in law. I under- 
ftand, they had been to Kentucky, and was re- 
turning home by water, and coming up Cumber- 
land, they fent to my father for provifions, and 
about the time the meffenger was expected back, 
they difcovered a canoe lying at the fhore, in 
in which they imagined were white people coming 
to their relief. Oneof my brothers hailed them 
(being late in the evening) and they an{wered 
‘* Freinds,’”” in Englith. They then rowed on 
until they came within about three rods of the 
fhore, and difcovering them to be Indians, were 
obliged to defend themfelves as well as they could. 
The enemy fired in upon them, killed my brother- 
in-law and the Captain the fir fire. It was not 
long after, when they killed my brothers. But 
the few now left, kept up fo ftrong a fire, that they 
faved the boat from being taken. There is in ail 
probability a greater appearance of a hot war in 
Cumberland this fammer, than ever yet has been. 
My coufin is at this time in the Cherokee nation, 
and does not know any thing of the cataflrophe 
that has happened in our family; and I dread the 


confequence of his being fo much in their power.”’
